OTTAWA (UPI)—French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle has fair 
warning. If the Canadian reaction 
to beauteous Mrs. Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy IU any indication, things may 
get out of hand in Paris when 
the President and his wife arrive 
there May 31 for a three-day 
visit. 


As the Kennedys ended their 
Canadian visit today, the Presi­ 
dent may have had some knotty 
diplomatic problems to straighten 
out with Prime Minister John G. 
Diefenbaker, but the American 
First Lady’s only problem was 
how to cope with adulation. 
U.S. Secret Weapon 
The Canadians reacted to Mrs. 
Kennedy in 
almost 
uproarious 
fashion. The Toronto Telegram 
emblazoned on its front page a 


three-cdumn story which began: 
“Ottawa—The U.S. may have 
come second in the space race, 
but it still has a secret weapon 
Jacqueline Kennedy. 


“The President’s wife on her 
first appearance outside her own 
country scored a smashing suc­ 
cess in Ottawa . . , 
“If tms attractive young wom­ 
an proves as popular in the rest 
of the world as she already is in 
Canada’s capital, U.S. diplomacy 
can stop worrying. The Ameri­ 
cans will easily outcharm the best 
the Soviets can do.” 


The dead included Army Gen 
V. U. Kolpakchi, a World War II 
army commander and hero of the 
Soviet Union. Moro recently, he 
had been an official at the De­ 
fense Ministry. 
The brief announcement as cir 
culated by the official Soviet Tass 
news agency did not give details 
of the accident. 
Other high - ranking officers 
killed were: 
Colonel Genera] S. N. Perevert- 
kin, Lt. Gen. of Artillery V. I. 
Goffe, Maj. Gen. A. P. Morozov, 
and Col. V. M. Khikhovskiy. 
The announcement said the offi- 
ciers “perished in an aircraft ac­ 
cident while discharging their du­ 
ties.'* 
“The USSR Defense Ministry 
expressed condolences in connec­ 
tion with their death,” it said. 
Kolpakchi was the most promi­ 
nent of the officers. 
The Tass announcement was un­ 
usual since the Soviet Union sel­ 
dom discloses aviation accidents 
unless they occur where Western 
observers are certain to know 
about them. 


There was no indication of what 
kind of “aviation catastrophe” 
was involved, nor was there any 
indication in the announcement 
that the victims were taking part 
in a Soviet .space project.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Estes Kefauver accused General 
Electric Co. and Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. today of copying 
each others prices for heavy 
electrical equipment. 
The Tennessee Democrat said 
the two electrical industry giants 
listed identical Prices even for 
equipment they have never manu­ 
factured. 
He engaged in a sharp duel 
with Westinghouse p r e s i d e n t 
Mark W. Cresap Jr. over the 
meaning of the identical price 
quotations. 
Cresap, recalled for questioning 
by Kefauver’s Senate anti-trust 
subcommittee, insisted the iden­ 
tical prices result from intense 
competition. 
“Each manufacturer meets the 
lowest price of his competitors.” 
the 51-year-old Westinghouse chief 
executive said, 
Kefauver said Westinghouse and 
GE each listed $17,402,330 for a 
500,000 kilovolt turbine generator 
in 1959 even though neither firm 
ever had made such a machine. 
And in the fall of 1960, after a 
British company won a contract 
from the Tennessee Valley Au­ 
thority by quoting some $5 million 
less, both big American compa­ 
nies listed the price as $12,000,* 
070. 
• You copied Hie price exactly,” 
Kefauver told Cresap. 
“No," Cresap shot back, “GE 
lowered its price and we met it.” 
In quoting slightly different pri­ 
ces for the generator job to TVA, 
Kefauver saki, GE and Westing­ 
house both knocked off an identi­ 
cal $177,900 because TVA did not 
require supervision for installing 
the big turbine.

The Bristol Township Board of 
Commissioners promised with un­ 
usual vigor last night to crack 
down, “starting now.” on viola­ 
tors of township ordinances and 
other regulations. 
The promise, in the form of 
verbal agreement among the com­ 
missioners but not in any sense 
a formal motion by the board, 
came after a group of a dozen 
Edgely residents appeared at the 
May meeting of the board to 
complain of alleged ordinance vio­ 
lations by Hemline, Inc., Coates 
Ave., Edgely. 
The violations, according to the 
residents, include “speeding and 
reckless driving” by Hemline em­ 
ployes going to and 
from 
the 
plant, excessive noise from the 
plant “until 1:30 in the morn­ 
ing,” surface water runoff from 
the plant “which includes raw 
sewage and lays in the street” 
and some employe parking ex­ 
cesses. 
Residents* Complaints 
The crackdown promise w a s 
prompted by LeRoy D. Evans, 
vice president of the board, who 
declared that for too long the 
commissioners have been listen­ 
ing to residents’ complaints and— 
too 
frequently—doing 
nothing 
about them. 
Evans said the board has been 
aware of the “Kemline situation” 
for some time and has sought 
cooperation from the firm’s own­ 
er, Stephen Midouhas, but got­ 
ten "nowhere.” 
“It’s time,” Evans said, “ that 
we began to get some action.” 
The board directed its solicitor, 
William J. Carlin, to take what­ 
ever legal action is 
necessary, 
“even to the extent of closing 
Kemline,” to correct the situa­ 
tion in Edgely. 
The board also recognized sev­ 
eral other long-standing citizens’ 
complaints last night and included 
them in its blanket promise for 
relief.
